\t the fortnightly nineling of the 
Clicmictil Society It was decided that 
the eoitgrntulatluns of the society bn 
sent to Sir B. ntitlicrford on his 
election as Prc.sidcnt of the Ho.val 
Society. 

'Pile lecture of the evening was by 
Dr. -J. S. l-'ostcr on the Discovery of 
the two new éléments having .ilomio 
numbers 411 titid 75. The . credit of the 
discovery belongs to 'ÏV. .Voddnck and 
Ida Tackc of the Berlin LTnlvcr.?lty 
and the x-ray photogr.iphy was done 
by O. Berg. 

The speaker mentioned the irorlc of 
a cODtemporarj' of his .it Illinois, in 
which Enthclmcr had tried to obtain 
evidence of clement number 81: By 
fractional crystalli-iatlon of complex 
m.ngncsium nitrate salts, samples 
contuininiir Samarium .-ind Neodltilum 
were obtained, whose x-ray photo- 
graphs showed probable presence of 
the element but the proof was not 
conclusive. 

With regard to the .discovery of 
elements 43 and 75. two ores were 
considered as likely to contain them, 
namely Columblte and a plntinum 
ore, us they contnincd a large num- 
ber of surrotmding elements. 

The colour of the oxide and that no 
sulphide would Im formed in aque- 
ous solution wore predicted from the 
Periodic Table. 

SO gms. of Plntinum ore was treat- 
ed to obtain everything in titc form 
of ojildes and these were benliMl in 
a fiunrlr, tube. Tito Osmium and llii- 
tlieniiini oxides were distilled away 
iind the other oxides were frnctlnn- 
ally sublimed nnio (he irool part of 
the Milm, 

r-'rom the colour of the oxide niiil 
ilii behaviour 'with Hulpliiir^lK.il by- 
droifen, this was piobably un. I 7».

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UNITY AND TOLERANCE 



It i.»; very gratifying: to note that the caiiipaig" lieh.ill' of 
a gi-eatçv Canadian unity being vigorously carried on by tho As- 
sociation of Canadian Clubs is meeting with such widespread 
suîiport. People of all sections and races throughout Ihe. Domi- 
nion arc rospondinp to the appeal for a better understanding of 
each others problem.';, needs. aiVd' aims in a' whole hearted man- 
ner which seems to deny the allegations of many observers Ih.nt 
in Canada all arc for the section and none are for the State, 
that we shortsightedly refu.se to recognize that our true interests 
lie in promoting the welfare of the Dominion as a whole. 

Economi.*;ts tell us that the Confederation of Canada is a 
trimnph of patriotism over economic laws. Canada is divided 
by natural barriers into five distinct sections, each' one with its 
ov,-T\ problem? to sohr. Tho Maritime? arc cut off from the rest 
of Canada by their Geographic position, lite Prairies are se^w- 
rated from the East by the Laurentian shield in Xew Ontario 
and the Pacific Co.ist from tho rest of Canada by the Rocky 
Mountains. Each section has to a large extent a climate and pro- 
duce differing from that of the others. And the East is further 
■divided by the presence of two languages. The wonder is that 
there is as great a spirit of unity and friendliness as there is. 

Speakers of ability and prominence in the business and pro- 
iessional world are lending their assistance in the campaign. 
Alinumiber of men from each section will .iourney to other pans 
of Mè country to place the views of the people of his own district 
of the Dominion before their fellow countrymen. Already 
spokesmen are being chosen from west of the^Rockies to bear 
the gospel of understanding to the Maritimes and Central Cana- 
da, and in a few weeks the East will respond by sending mission- 
aries of unity to the prairies and the Pacific Coast. 

The necessity of a more complete appreciation of each others 
problems and a greater spirit of tolerance was amply demonstat- 
cd by the results of the last election where sectional problems 
were played up to the limit and where the voting was to a large 
extent along sectional lines. Only when we all strive ,for the 
country as a whole may Canada ever hope to achieve her true 
destiny. •' ' '
